The Charlevoix County 
Sheriff's Office says a 
human sex trafficking sting 
led to the arrest and depor- 
tation of Juan Gomez Her- 
nandez. 

Sheriff Charles Vondra 
says Hernandez was in- 
volved in an attempted sex 
trafficking of an underage 
girl on Thursday, July 20. 
The office is not releasing 
their investigation methods 
or the names of any under- 
age victims. 

27-year-old Juan Hernan- 
dez from Mexico is facing 
charges after detectives say 
he tried to sex-traffic a 
minor from Northern 
Michigan. The Charlevoix 
County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment said that arrest was 
the result of a sex traffick- 
ing sting operation they 
were conducting with assis- 
tance from the U.S. Border 
Patrol. Hernandez is in the 
U.S. on an expired work 
visa. He is facing charges of

“Genesee County helped us 
the first time and then they 
taught us how to do them 
and then we went out and 
did it on our own without 
them this time,” said 
Church.

“The 
main goal here is to keep 
kids safe, because for every 
one person that’s arrested, 
there is a potential for 25 
victims. Twenty-five child 
victims,” said Church. The 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's 
Office wants to thank Sher- 
iff Swanson of Genesee 
County and his office’s 


G.H.O.S.T. program for 
helping prevent human 
trafficking across the state. 

With the popularity of so- 
cial media like snapchat 
and TikTok, apps and on- 
line gaming, Church said 
parents need help navigat- 
ing this technology age. 
“Kids have become so tech- 
nologically advanced nowa- 
days. They’re surpassing 
what their parents know 
and what their parents un- 
derstand. With that being 
said, kids can go ahead and 
get themselves in, do a lot 
of trouble very quickly with 
these phones,” said Church. 

Hernandez’s next court 
date is set for August 8.

Bridge to no longer take Canadian cash 


Due to relatively limited 
use by customers, com- 
bined with administrative 
costs associated with cur- 
rency exchange, the Mack- 
inac Bridge Authority 
(MBA) will no longer ac- 
cept Canadian cash for tolls 
as of Oct. 1, 2023. 

“As the Mackinac Bridge 
is not an international 
bridge, and we cannot offer 
an attractive exchange rate 
to customers, the Authority 
has decided to stop accept-

ing Canadian currency,” 
said Mackinac Bridge Di- 
rector Kim Nowack. “We’re 
certainly not looking to in- 
convenience our cus- 
tomers, but we’re one of 
very few businesses or 
agencies in Michigan that 
accepts Canadian cash.” 

When the MBA receives 
Canadian currency for 
tolls, following MBA Board 
policy, it first seeks two ex- 
change rates from two dif- 
ferent banks. After 
selecting a bank based on 
those rates, the MBA then 
must pay for an armored 
vehicle to transport the 
cash and pay wire fees for 
the amount exchanged. 

Because of those han- 
dling costs, and exchange 
fluctuations, the MBA cur- 
rently charges $8 Canadian 
for the $4 U.S. currency toll. 
The MBA typically receives 
about $4,000 each month in 
Canadian cash. 

“We do have a lot of 
Canadian customers who 
currently use credit or 
debit cards to pay the toll,” 
Nowack said. “Those cus- 
tomers get a better ex- 
change rate through their 
credit card company than 
we can offer them. In fact, 
when they learn that the 
toll will be double when 
paying with cash, many of 
them choose to pay by card 
instead.”

BBB Scam Alert If caller asks 
“Can you hear me,’ just hang up 


The Better Business Bu- 
reau is warning consumers 
about an old scam with a 
new twist. The “Can You 
Hear Me?” scam has long 
been used to coerce busi- 
nesses into purchasing office 
supplies and directory ads 
they never actually ordered, 
but now it’s targeting indi- 
vidual consumers, as also 
targeting individual con- 
sumers. 

For the last few days of 
January, more than half of 
the reports to BBB Scam 
Tracker have been about 
this one scam. Consumers 
say the calls are about vaca- 
tion packages, cruises, war- 
ranties, and other big-ticket 
items. So far, none have re- 
ported money loss, but it’s 
unclear how the scams will 
play out over time or if the 
targets will be victimized 
later. 

Here’s how it works: You 
get a call from someone who 
almost immediately asks, 
“Can you hear me?” Their 
goal is to get you to answer 
“Yes,” which most people 
would do instinctively in 
that situation. There may be 
some fumbling around; the 
person may even say some- 
thing like, “I’m having trou- 
ble with my headset.” But in 
fact, the “person” may bea 
robocall recording your con- 
versation... and that “Yes” 
answer you gave can later be 
edited to make it sound like 
you authorized a major pur- 
chase. 


BBB is offering consumers 


the following advice: 

Use Caller ID to screen 
calls, and consider not an- 
swering unfamiliar num- 
bers. They will leave a 
message if it's important, 
and you can call back. 

If someone calls and asks, 
“Can you hear me?” do NOT 
answer “Yes.” Just hang up. 
Scammers change their tac- 
tics as the public catches on, 
so be alert for other ques- 
tions designed to solicit a 
simple “yes” answer. 

Make a note of the num- 
ber and report it to 
BBB.org/ScamTracker to 
help warn others. BBB also 
shares Scam Tracker infor- 
mation with government 
and law enforcement agen- 
cies, so every piece of infor- 
mation helps track down 
scammers. 

Consider joining the Do 
Not Call Registry (DoNot- 


Call.gov) to cut down on tele- 


marketing and sales calls. 


This may not help scammers 


since they don’t bother to 
pay attention to the law, but 
you'll get fewer calls overall. 
That may help you more 
quickly notice the ones that 
could be fraudulent. 

Check your bank and 
credit card statements regu- 
larly for unauthorized 
charges. Checking your tele- 
phone and cell phone bills is 
also a good idea. Scammers 
may use your voice's “Yes” 
recording to authorize 
charges on your phone. This 
is called “cramming,” and 
it’s illegal.

WHY ISN'T MY HOME SELLING? 


PART 2 0F 3 


Price based on greed 

Even if it’s been shown 
that your house will likely 
sell for around $250,000, 
you insist on listing it for 
$275,000 because “you 
never know, someone 
could come along who just 
has to have it. Besides, if 
we don’t get any bites we 
can always lower the price 
later.” The problem is it 
won’t take long for buyers 
to realize your price is un- 
realistic and think you 
are, too, and won’t want to 
deal with you unless the 
house is “a steal.” The list- 
ing languishes, so you 
drop the price, but not 
enough, it sits even longer 
and pretty soon you have a 
listing that’s been on the 
market so long buyers de- 
cide there is something 
wrong and steer clear. 

The solution is to get the 
price right. This is done by 
using what is called a 
Competitive Market 
Analysis (CMA). If you’ve 
hired the right agent, this 
is the first folder out of 
their briefcase when you 
meet to list your home. A 
CMA breaks down the 
sales price of homes that 
are similar to yours in lo- 
cation, size, age and condi- 
tion. 

Your agent will also con- 
sider the listing prices of 
homes on the market, but 
these are used more to 
identify the competition. 
Even with a strong agent 
and CMA, your price may 


not be on target. That’s be- 
cause the market is always 
changing and your agent 
should be updating your 
CMA whenever anything 
comparable to your prop- 
erty sells. 

Not every reason your 
home isn’t selling will be 
the price, although they 
will be related to it. Here 
we have that value vs. 
price issue. If buyers per- 
ceive imperfections in 
your listing, they will 
want a discount, so if 
they’re not buying, your 
price is not discounted 
enough for buyers to be- 
lieve the value to them at 
least equals that of your 
price. 

For example, if your 
lawn is brown and the 
landscaping worn, buyers 
will want a discount. The 
problem is that a seller 
will not consider this a 
major issue and attach a 
much lower discount than 
a buyer will accept. 

This is why it is impera- 
tive that sellers do every- 
thing they can to 
eliminate any issues buy- 
ers may have with their 
house before listing. Obvi- 
ously, you can’t do any- 
thing about a bad location, 
such as being near rail- 
road tracks, or that you 
have just one bathroom. 
But you and your agent 
should have factored these 
drawbacks into the listing 
price.

Dozens of black-and- 
white dragonflies flew 
above me while the Board- 
man River tugged my kayak 
along. The deep forest van- 
ished as the river sliced 
through a grassy meadow. 
Miles unfolded with a sense 
of anticipation for what 
Mother Nature might reveal 
next. 

That anticipation also in- 
cluded mountain biking on 
the North Country Trail 
(NCT). Instead of a vehicle 
parked at the takeout, my 
bicycle waited for me, mark- 
ing the second part of my 
biyaking adventure. For me, 
biyaking means simply 
using a bicycle, instead of 
two motorized vehicles, for 
the shuttle between the put- 
in and takeout, and few 
places are better biyaking 
destinations than Michigan. 

What other state boasts 
35,000 mapped lakes and 
ponds, 3,251 miles of Great 
Lakes shoreline, and 49,000 
miles of rivers and streams? 
Combine that with North- 
ern Michigan’s wildlife, 
quiet country roads, tree- 
shrouded two-tracks, and 
twisting single-tracks and 
you have the ingredients for 
endless outings. 

The recommended biyak- 
ing routes (mileages are es- 
timates) below are only a 
jumping-off point. With so 
many options, creating your 
own itineraries is part of 
the fun; all that’s needed is 
amap and an adventurous 
spirit. 


Boardman River — 
NCT (bike: 8 miles; kayak: 
4.5 miles) 

This short introduction 
to the Boardman River and 
NCT, a remote, multi-state 
trail, incorporates the best 
of both from rippling water 
to aribbon of rolling single- 
track. The trip runs from 
Forks Forest Campground 
on Brown Bridge Road, 
southeast of Traverse City, 
to the takeout at Scheck’s 
Place State Forest Camp- 
ground. The North Country 
Trail is then picked up out- 
side of the campground, 
just off Brown Bridge Road.

Sturgeon River - 
North Central State Trail 
(bike: up to 14 miles; kayak: 
up to 17 miles) 

The Sturgeon and North 
Central State Trail (NCST), 
a crushed limestone rail- 
trail, parallel each other 
from Trowbridge Road, 
south of Wolverine, to In- 
dian River, creating perhaps 
the best biyaking combo in 
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OUTDOOR CHOICES 


Pedal and Paddle Duet: 
Biking and Kayaking in Harmon 
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Northern Michigan. While 
the Sturgeon rushes 
through dense woods, 
meadows, and past charm- 
ing cottages, the NCST me- 
anders over mostly flat 
terrain, rambling through 
grassy fields for a relaxing 
bike ride. You can tackle the 
entire section, but there are 
also many access sites so 
shorter outings are plenti- 
ful. One of my favorites is 
from Scott Road Access 
Site, north of Wolverine, to 
Fisher Woods Road in In- 
dian River. (https://michi- 
ganbiyaking.com/2022/07/1 
5/sturgeon-river-north-cen- 
tral-medley/.) 


Manistee River - 
Various country roads 
(bike: 6 miles; kayak: 9 
miles) 

Although a popular river, 
this section of the Manistee, 
from the CCC Bridge Ac- 
cess Site to the West Sharon 
Access Site, experiences few 
kayakers, making it a soli- 
tary paddle through a quin- 
tessential Northern 
Michigan landscape. Lo- 
cated southeast of Kalka- 
ska, the route includes

biking along peaceful paved 
and sandy roads with only a 
few hills. The kayaking por- 
tion begins slow the but 
river’s pace increases as 
you head downstream with 
a few lively ripples.

Black River - Black 


River Road (bike: up to 14 
miles; kayak: up to 18-20 
miles) 

Located east to southeast 
of Onaway, this section of 
the Black River, between 
Clark Bridge Rd. and Tower 
Dam, gives paddlers of all 
abilities many options from 
tackling the entire length to 
shorter trips with several 
access sites. The bike ride 
rambles along the paved 
and dirt Black River Road 
and sandy Clark Bridge 
Road, dipping in and out of 
forest and cruising over 
hills. Bald eagles join pad- 
dlers as they meander 
along, and otters have been 
spotted between Clark and 
Crocket Bridges.

While taking out at Tower 
Pond once, a boy stood at 
the end of the dock as if 
he’d stepped out of a Mark 
Twain novel. He held a fish- 
ing rod in his hand and 
started chattering about his 
favorite bait. It was the per- 
fect end to a day on a Michi- 
gan river, where time 
occasionally seems to stop 
and it could just as easily be 
the 19th than the 21st cen- 
tury.

Strong finish propels Wes Dean, Steve LaJoie 
fo win 75th AuSable River Canoe Marathon

Steve LaJoie’s canoe rac- 
ing career might be reach- 
ing its twilight. Wes Dean’s 
career feels like it is just 
taking off. Over the week- 
end in the 75th Consumers 


Energy AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon, the two 
joined forces to help pro- 
duce an impressive victory 
as they reached Finish Line 
Park in downtown Oscoda 
on Sunday; almost three 
minutes ahead of the sec- 
ond place canoe. 

“T’ve been dreaming of 
this since I was 15, it feels

amazing,” Dean, of Tra- 
verse City, and a former 
Graying resident said. 

After finishing runner-up 
the last two marathons, this 
is Dean’s first champi- 
onship in the much-her- 
alded event. 

LaJoie, of Mirabel, QC is 
no stranger to success at 
the marathon. The victory

in this marathon, which the 
47-year-old claims might be 
his last, gives him a 13th 
championship in the event; 
the second most all-time. 

“Tt feels really good, like 
the other ones and I’m al- 
ways happy to get it done,” 
LaJoie said. “It was a great 
day and (I had) a great part- 
ner. I’m super proud for 
Wes, he has his first one. 
More to come for him, and 
for me, I’m probably done.” 

110 canoes started the 
race in Grayling at 9 p.m. on 
Saturday. Paddlers ran with 
their canoes Lemans-style 
down the streets and into 
the river, beginning their 
120 mile non-stop, six dam 
portage voyage to down- 
town Oscoda. 14 teams 
dropped from the en- 
durance-to-the-max event 
before reaching the finish 
line. 

Dean and LaJoie cer- 
tainly had to work for their 
victory. They battled a team 
of Christophe Proulx and 
Ryan Halstead, who are 
both former champions of 
the marathon, for much of 
the race. They were within 
a canoe length of each other 
at nearly every checkpoint; 
including the final one at 
Foote Dam. 

Shortly after Foote Dam, 
Dean and LaJoie found 
some extra speed to take 
control of the race, crossing 
the finish line with the sec- 
ond place canoe nowhere in 
sight. They clocked a win- 
ning time of 14 hours 23 
minutes and six seconds. 

“Tt was tough competi- 
tion, those guys were 
great,” LaJoie said. “We 
didn’t know the outcome 
until we finally got a break- 
away. We tried a few times 
because we didn’t want to 
sprint those guys at the end, 
for sure.” 

Dean, who was in his 12th 
marathon at just 28-years- 
old, mostly echoed his leg- 
endary partner’s sentiment. 

“Just the desire to win 
(pushed us) and like Steve 
said, we didn’t want to 
sprint those guys at the end 
because they are extremely 
fast,” he said. “We put it all 
on the line there, basically 
that was the time to go for 
it. It was a pretty good 
night, a pretty smooth race 
overall and I’m glad it 
ended the way it did.” 

It was a thrilling battle 
for the women’s champi- 
onship as well. Lydia Huel- 
skamp and Kaitlin Mynar, 
both of San Marcos, TX had 
to battle from behind to pull 
off a victory; the first for 
Huelskamp and second for 
Mynar. Their winning time 
was 16:28:32; good for 42nd 
place overall. 

“Tt was very exciting to 
win,” Mynar said. “We 
knew we had a chance, but 
we had a bad sprint time so 
we started four rows behind 
(Michelle Laprade and 
Sylvie Nadeau). We were 
getting split times from our 
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Lydia Huelskamp and Kaitli 


Mynar, both of San Mar- 


cos, TX won the women's division. They are pictured 
here at Whirlpool in the final hours of the race. 


Whirpool near Oscoda. 
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David Hawkins of Grayling and Flash Marsh of Mio at 
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Mike Kellogg of Montague and Lynne Witte of Cheboy- 
gan near Stephan Bridge in the early hours of the race. 


feed crew and when we fi- 
nally caught up at McKin- 
ley Bridge (about eight 
hours into the race) we just 
tried to keep putting on as 
much time as possible be- 
cause we knew they’d be 
good across the ponds with 
the deep water. We mostly 
just tried to focus on run- 
ning our own race, we 
weren't going to burn our- 
selves up early by trying to 
chase them. We caught good 
rides when we could, made 
sure we never skipped eat- 
ing, and just tried to grind it 
out and basically let the 
chips fall.” 

The strategy worked, as 
they not only passed 
Laprade and Nadeau, but 
they ended finishing ahead 
of them by more than 20 
minutes; giving them the 
women’s championship 
quite comfortably. 

“It’s an amazing feeling, a 
lot of hard work has gone 
into it,” Huelskamp said. “I 
feel honored to have my 
name in the presence of 
some of my paddling role 
models. I think for us our 
main goal we set out with 
was to run our race. That 


really paid off for us in the 
end because we knew when 
to surge and when to settle 
in.” 

Also of note was Michael 
Schlimmer of Cortland, NY 
and Eve Chamberland of 
Shawinigan, QC winning 
the mixed division in a time 
of 15:17:47, good for 12th 
overall. 

Proulx and Halstead took 
second at 14:25:48, Mike 
Davis and Guillaume Blais 
placed third at 14:26:24, in 
fourth was Chris Issendorf 
and Pete Mead at 14:29:14 
and crossing fifth was We- 
ston Willoughby and Matt 
Meersman at 14:32:32. 

Taking sixth was Ryan 
Zaveral and Matt Gabriel, 
Jr. at 14:34:06, Daniel Med- 
ina and Carson Burmeister 
was seventh at 14:42:33, tak- 
ing eighth was Logan 
Mynar and Clay Wyatt at 
14:46:25, in ninth was Kyle 
Mynar and Kyle Stone- 
house at 14:46:26 and taking 
10th was Richard Lauth and 
Colin Hunter at 15:07:20.
